Washington, July 2—(IP)— Several 
proposals to increase commiUec- 
recommehdcd funds for navigation 
and 'flood control confronted

Totaling $253,000,000, the funds, 
were carried in the War Depart- 
ment civil functions • appropriation 
for the next twelve months.

Valley. The bill carries $24,000,000, 
less thaii half the sum appropriated 
lor the year ended Monday.

.Rep. Engle stood his ground 


against important changes in; the 
bill; although he expressed 
sym- 
pathy with those who contended 
that '.many smaller projects were 
at least as urgent as some of the 
big flood control, navigation 
and 
power works, designed for comple- 
tion over the years. 


The House also heard opposition 
to projects whose costs have sky- 
rocketed since their authorization 
by Congress.

In a message, Mr. Truman told 


Congress "special legislation limit- 
ed to this particular emergencx" 
would be necessary if the United 
States is to share'in offering "an 
opportunity for a new life to these 
people." 


Mr. Truman said a survey of
